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JVhether  Sermons  oughts  or  ought  not 
to  be  read  ?  Delivered  at  a  meeting  of 
a  Public  Society.  [P.  300.] 

WHAT  is  it  we  find  m  fermons  not 
read,  Sir,  which  we  find  not  in  fuch 
as  are.  Suppofing  two  diicourfes  of  equal 
merit,  it  feems  very  odd  to  fuppofe,  that 
be  who  cons  it  over  and  over,  till  he 
cornmit  it  inti  rely  to  memory,  ihould 
deliver  himfelf  with  more  feeling  and 
fervour  than  he  who  only  makes  himfelf 
fo  much  matter  of  the  fobjedt  as  to  read 
wth  facility  and  eafe.  Repeating  has 
likewife  this  particular  bad  efFedl,  that  it 
reduces  the  preacher  to  the  pitiful  nc- 
cellity  fometimes  of  delivering  the  fame 
difeourfe  fo  frequently,  that  It  lofes  its 
influence,  its  novelty,  and  every  thing 
for  which  it  is  worth  hearing. 

Had  we  heard  the  great  orators  of 
antiquity,  thundering  in  the  midtt  of  a 
littening  and  weeping  audience.  Sir,  uni¬ 
ting  the  force  of  philofophy  and  the 
charms  of  poetry,  the  energy  of  reafon 
and  the  fire  of  fancy,  the  harmony  of 
found  and  the  dignity  of  adtion,  fcizing 
the  car  with  rapture^  and  filling  the  eye 
'^ith  attonifliment,  captivating  every 
power  of  the  mind,  and  engroifing  all 
the  fenfations  of  the  heart: — Had  we 
heard.  Sir,  the  ftrft  preachers  of  Chriftia- 
nity,  animated  with  a  deep,  and  lively, 
and  thorough  convidtion  of  the  dignity, 
efficacy,  and  confequenccs  of  the  great 
dodtrincs  they  propagated,  with  aH  that 
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fimplicity  and  emphatical  boldnefb  which 
divine  truth  infpires,  triumphing  over 
every  idolatrous  ciittom,"  and  rooting  out 
the  moft  inveterate  prejudices,  with  no 
other  weapons  than  reafon  and  fincerity* 
and  no  other  profpe^s  than  the  cruelett: 
fufferihgs;  overturning  all  thofe  hypo¬ 
thetical  fyftcms  of  mythology,  which  the 
incongruous  union  of  pitty  and  Iccpti- , 
cifm,  of  ignorance  and  philofophy,  had 
reared;  extending  the  delpifed  gloriea 
of  the  crofs,  with  all  the  literature  and  li- 
centioufnefs  of  the  moft  enlightened  and 
enraged  nations  againtt  them,  and  every 
where  cftablifhing  the  divinity  of  refigion 
on  the  ruins  of  bigotry  and  fuperttitions 
— But  chiefly,  Sir,  had  we  heard  liink 
who  fpoke  as  never  man  fp<'ke,  difclo- 
fing  the  great  fecrcts  of  elerni»y,  tracing 
the  complicated  plan  of  Providence 
through  all  its  intricacies,  publifhing  the 
whole  counfels  of  heaven  relative  to  the 
fate  of  m.mkind,  fixing  the  terms  uf  the 
new  cf>verant,  afeertaining  the  hopes^ 
the  withes  of  a  glorious  immortality, 
dilTtifing  the  balm  of.  comfort  among  the 
wounded  in  fpirit,  fuCcouring  the  tempt¬

This  Patriarch  is  acepfed  “  of  crimes 
*  of  the  deepeft  dye,  the  grofleft  fallie- 
•  hood,  and  the  moft  cruel  injuftice.” 
When  the  plain  ftory  is  told,  the  laft 
'charge  appears  very  ill-founded.  The 
all- wife  Difpofer  of  all  transferred  the 
birth -right  to  Jacob,  or  gave  him  a  title 
to  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  to  have  the 
'Mefliah  defeended  from  him  in  a  diredt 
line;  yea,  he  intimated  this  alienation 
of  property  to  Rebecca,  antecedent  to 
the  birth  of  the  itruggling  twins.  Be- 
fides,  when  they  had  grown  up  to  man- . 
hood,  Efau  defpifed  his  birth-right  in  the 
moft  contemptuous  terms,  and  profane¬ 
ly  fold  it  to  Jacob  for  thj  trifling  conli- 
deration  of  a  mefs  of  pottage.  This 
was  derpifing  the  Melfiah  with  a  witnefs  ! 
Had  he  paid  the  leaft  regard  to  fo  im¬ 
portant  a  privilege,  the  cunning  hunter 
could  foon  have  appeafed  the  cravings 
of  his  ftomach  with  the  flcih  of  fome 
wild  bead,  or  at  leaft  with  fome  vegita- 
ble  of  the  field.  Trufting  in  Jehovah  he 
ihould  not  have  lacked  any  good.  Nor 
'was  it  injuftice'ih  Jacob  to  alk  his  own, 
or  what  doubtlefs  his  mother  had  in 
formed  him  had  fallen  to  his  (hare  by  the 
award  of  providence.  Probably,  too,  this 
transfer  was  no  fecret  to  Ifaac :  if  fo,  he 
was  highly  to  blame  in  oppoting  his  private 
afledtion  to  the  exprefs  intimation  of  the 
Almighty,  who  divides  to  the  nationa 
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their  inheritance,  and  gives  the  ki 
doms  of  men  to  whomfoever  he  plealca. 
If  there  was  any  injuftice  then  in  tlm 
cafe,  the  charge  muft  lie  againft  Ifaac, 
as  I  cannot  think  fo  til  of  A.  C.  as  to  i- 
magine  him  capable  of  faying  to  his  Ma¬ 
ker  IVhat  doeft  thou  ?  In  point  of  in¬ 
juftice,  then,  I  can  **  pronounce  Jacob 
‘  innocent.”  He  did  not  “  furreptitiouf- 

*  ly  carry  off  the  powers  or  pofleflionr 

*  of  another;”  He  deftred  to  be  invefted 
in  an  inheritance  to  which  he  had  tint 
beft  claim,  the  exprefs  grant  of  the  ori¬ 
ginal  proprietor  of  all  things.  Nor  is 
this  verdi^  in  his  favours  ^nded  oft 
**  principles  deftrudiye  to  the  peace  of 
‘  mankind,  and  all  the  rights  of  civil  fo* 

‘  ciety.”  Providence  how  makes  no 
exprefs  declaration  of  the  transfers  of 
property  in  any  particular  inftance,  but 
fuflers  the  Rated  laws  of  fociety  to  take 
their  courfe ;  and  confcquently  every  at¬ 
tempt  to  carry  off  the  powers  or  poflef* 
flon  of  another,  contrary  to  thefe  laws, 
muft  be  an  adt  of  mojl  cruel  injuftice^ 
But  what  has  this  to  do  with  the  cafe  in 
hand  ?  If  the  all-dirpoTing  Bovereiga 
-fhall  (ee  tncet  again  to  give  an  open  de¬ 
claration  of  his  will,  that  the  property 
of  one  fhould  be  transferred  to  another, 
would  it  be  injuftice  in  the  latter  to 
claim  fuch  pofleflion,  or  to  enjoy  it  wheq 
obtained  ? 

Qut  granting  all  this,  fays  A.  C.  ftill 
Jacob  obtained  the  birth- right  by  **  a 
‘  train  of  deceit,  by  the  grofleft  falfe- 

*  hood.”  The  fubtilty  of  the  ichools 
would  help  me  out  here.  He  was  Efau, 
though  not  in  name :  he  was  the  fon, 
who  had  a  juft  title  to  the  birth-right, 
and  confequently  to  thg  parental  blef- 
flng :  but  we  have  no  need  of  fuch  aid. 
Let  it  be  admitted  that  he  was  guilty  of 
diffimulation,  ftill  the  ftrataigem  was  not 
his.  He  was  the  Ample  tool  of  his  mo¬ 
ther;  and  what  has  not  female  perfua- 
Aon  done  ?  It  ruined  the  innocent  Adam; 
it  ruined  us  all.  Perhaps  A.  C.  himfelf 
has  felt  its  force;  perhaps  it  has  led  hiin 
into  meafiires  which  his  cooler  reafon 
did  not  approve.  Jacob  ftruggled,  but 
Rebecca  prevailed.  In  the  hour  of  temp¬ 
tation  the  beft  have  fallen.  Here  was 
no  train  of  deceit,  no  deliberate  plan  of 
knavery;  nothing,  in  fliort,  but  a  Am¬ 
ple  country  youth,  unhackneyed  in  the 
ways  of  the  world,  taught  by  bis  mo¬ 
ther  to  u(e  means,  which  cannot  be  al¬ 
together  juftiAed,  and  which  the  Icrip- 
turcs  nowhere  fets  before  us  as  a  precur 
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licrit,  io  order  to  fecure  his  right  to  pri¬ 
vileges,  of  which  his  father  intended  to 
deprive  him.  Why  then  all  this  tor¬ 
rent  of  abufc  poured  out  againft  Jacob? 

— Since  *we  all^  the  nvifejl  of  us  err. 
Sure  *tii  the  greatejl  fault  to  be  fever  e* 

And  confequently  A-  C.  is  guilty  of  a 
greater  crime  than  that  of  [acub.  To 
mifreprefent  the  chara(5ter  of  the  dead, 
very  ill  becomes  fuch  as  muft  die  them* 
ielves. 

As  this  whole  alfair  was  condu(5ted  by 
a  divine  hand,  it  iniports  us  much  to  at¬ 
tend  to  the  defign  of  proyidence  in  an 
event  fo  uncommon.  It  is  obvious  e- 
inough,  that  Elau  was  a  type  of  the 
Jews,  who  preferred  an  imaginary  and 
a  temporary  Melliah,  with  earthly  pri¬ 
vileges,  to  the  real  Saviour,  who  came  to 
blels  ihem  with  all  fpiritual  and  eternal 
hltflings;  which  was,  in  fad,  prcfemiig 
a  mefs  of  pottage  to  the  birth- right. 
Jacob  reprefented  the  Gentiles,  who  now. 
enjoy  the  privileges  rejeded  by  the  Jews, 
a  pn'perty  in  the  Mefliah,  and  a  title  to 
the  heavenly  Canaan  his  inheritance. 
We,  through  Ihi  ir  unl)elief,  have  ob¬ 
tained  mercy.  Thus  we  have  aded  the 
part  of  Jacob:  we  have  carried  off  from 
the  elder  church  po*wers  and  poffejjion^ 
in  which  they  h.ad  an  original  property, 
and  which  are  infinitely  preferable  to  an 
earthly  Canaan,  and  a  flelhly  connedion 
with  the  Mcffiah,  the  birth-right  of 
which  Jacob  deprived  Efau.  And  are 
we,  too,  guilty  of  the  moft  cruel  injuf- 
tice?  Is  the  JuJl  One  to  be  blamed,  be- 
caufe  he  has  transferred  the  rights  of  the 
jews  to  the  nations,  who* were  alienslo 
the  cotnmon*wealth  of  Ifrael  V'  Will  Mr 
A.  C.  rejed  J*i\i8,  and  refufe  to  enter 
hiavcn,  left  he  Ihouid  be  guilty  of  ear¬ 
ly. ng  off  the  powers  and  pofTeflions  of 
ano’her?  No;  I  trull  is'  otherwife 
minded.  1  am.  Sir,

than  heretofore,  I  am  encouraged  tp 
tranfmit  to  you  the  following  dil^ulty, 
to  be  inferted  in  your  ufeful  Milcellany, 
in  order  to  be  folved  by  fome  one  or  o- 
ther  of  your  correfpondents  that  are 
learned  in  divinity.  I  am  the  more  en¬ 
couraged  to  this,  that  I  obferve  your 
learned  correfpondents  fo  ready  to  em¬ 
brace  every  opportunity  to  remove  any 
difficulty,  and  to  clear  up  any  doubt 
that  may  be  propounded  to  them  for  a 
folution,  through  the  channel  of  your 
weekly  publication. 

The  difficulty  propofed  for  a  folution 
is  contained  in  the  7th  chapter  of  ifaiah, 
where  it  is  faid,  that  Ahaz  king  of  Judah 
was  fore  troubled  on  account  of  the 
kings  of  Ifrael  and  of  Syria  confpiring 
and  going  to  make  war  againft  him.  A- 
haz,upon  this  occafion,  defpai  ring  of  being 
a  match  for  them,  confults  the  prophet 
Ifaiah,  who  alfures  him  that  they  would 
not  get  the  better  of  him.  Ahaz,  not* 
withftanding  this  alfurance,  could  not 
believe  a  thing  which-he  thought  fo  in¬ 
credible;  upon  which  the  prophet,  in 
order  effeftually  to  convince  him,  bids 
him  afk  a  fign,  cither  in  heaven  above, 
or  in  the  earth  below.  To  which  Ahaz 
replies,  that  he  would  not  a(k  any  figu, 
alledging  that  fuch  a  demand  was  a 
tempting  of  God.  Upon  which  the 
prophet  tells  him,  that  fince  he  would 
not  aik  a  fign,  God  himfelf  would  give 
him  one ;  and  it  was  this,  that  “  a  virgin 
ffiould  conceive  and  bring  forth  a  fon, 
and  his  name  ihouid  be  called  Immanu¬ 
el.”  This  paftage  in  the  New  Tcftamcnt 
is  exprefsly  applied  to  our  Saviour:  Now, 
the  queftion  is.  How  could  that  be  a  fign 
to  Ahaz,  that  the  kmgs  of  Ifrael  and 
of  Syria  w’^ould  not  get  the  better  of 
hipi,  when  fuch  fign  was  not  to  happen 
tilt  many  hundred  years  after  his  death? 

I  would  be  glad  to  have  the  paffage 
immediately  following  likewife  explain¬ 
ed  at  the  fame  time,  where  it  is  laid. 
Butter  and  honey  yA<?// (the  child) 
eat,  that  he  may  knonu  to  refufe  the 
evil  and  chufe  the  good.  Now,  in  what 
fenfe  can  the  eating  of  butter  and  honey 
be  laid  to  inftru(^  the  child  to  diftinguilb 
evil  from  good  ? 

As  I  have  fecn  no  commentator  ex¬ 
plain  thelb  paflages  of  facred  writ  in^a- 
ny  fatisfadory  manner;  and  as  they  arc 
infinitely  conne^ed  with  an  ellcntial  ar¬ 
ticle  of  the  Chriftian  faith,  I  would  wilh 
that  lome  of  your  learned  correfpondento 

would  apply  their  attcation  lo  tbeiOif 
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and  give  your  readers  fuch  an  explana¬ 
tion  of  them  as  may  be  as  little  liable  to  any 
exception  as  puflible,  and  fuch  as  may 
at  the  fame  time  remove  every  difficulty 
in  them.  Your  inferting  this  in  your 
Magazine  for  the  above  purpofe,  will, 
among  many  others  of  your  readers, 
very  much  oblige.

S  I  R, 

Every  attempt  made  in  favours  of 
religion,  and  for  promoting  the 
knowledge  of  its  principles,  is  not  only 
very  laudable,  but  muft  be  exceedingly 
uleful;  as,  on  our  knowledge  in  this 
way,  much  of  our  real  happinefs  de¬ 
pends.  Though  there  may  be  many 
places  in  the  facred  oracles  of  truth  (the 
fountain  of  all  revealed  religion),  that  do 
not  fo  immediately  tend  to  our  edifica¬ 
tion,  and  do  not  form  what  may  be  cal¬ 
led  the  proper  and  inoft  interelling  ob¬ 
jects  of  our  faiths  as  many  other  parts 
do ;  yet,  as  cunolity,  and  a  defire  after 
knowledge,  with  regard  to  any  thing 
that  may  attrad  the  attention,  is  ex¬ 
ceedingly  natural  to  the  mind  of  man, 
and,  if  rightly  directed,  commendable;

‘  have  you  ignorant  (fays  he),  how  that 
‘  all  our  fathers  were  under  the  cloud,

*  were  all  baptized  unto  Mofes  in  the 

*  cloud,  and  in  the  lea,  &c.”  Now,  Sir, 
the  difficulty  that  1  meet  with  is  this: 
As  far  as  I  can  learn,  there  is  nothing  in 
all  the  writings  of  Mofes  which  in  the 
leaft  refpeds  baptifm  as  a  facrament,  or 
as  one  of  the  rites  or  ceremonies  that 
fubfifted  in  the  jewiih  commonwealth. 
From  this  pafifage  of  the  apoftle,  fome, 
I  know  have  been  led  to  think,  that  bap^ 
tifm  was  really  an  inftrtution;  and  in 
confequence  have  afferted,  that  thofe 
who  were  made  profelytes  were  - admit-, 
ted  into  the  Ifraelitilb  church  by  ciieum- 
cifiun,  facrificc,  and  baptifm.  How  fiv* 
this  is  true,  I  cannot  determine :  But  it  is 
well  known,  that,  after  the  appearance 
of  Chrift  in  the  world,  the  facrament  of 
baptifm  was  inftituted  in  place  of  cir- 
cumcifion,  and  that  of  the  Lord's  fupper 
in  the  room  of  the  paflbver.  We  indeed 
read  in  Luke,  chap.  iii.  of  John’s  bap- 
ti/m,  which  is  called,  in  vcr.  3.  the  bap» 
tifm  of  repent'tnce ;  but,  in  all  the  hif- 
turics  of  our  Saviour’s  life,  we  never 
read  that  he  performed  the  rite  of  bap- 
tiim  upon  any,  or  ever  made  the  leaft 
mention  of  fuch  an  inftitUtion  to  any  of 
his  followers  till  the  time  of  his  afeenfion 
into  heaven,  when  he  commands  kis  dif- 
ciples  to  go  and  teach  all  nations,  bapti¬ 
zing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Gboft. 
Matth.  4xvtii.  19. 

From  what  has.been  juft  hinted  at,  as 
I  would  not  chufe  to  be  tedious,  I  pro- 
pofe  the  following  queries:  iji.  What  is 
meant  in  the  above  pafifage  by  being 
baptized  unto  Mofes  in  the  cloud,  6cc. ;

Lord  North  poffelfes  that  mediocrity 
of  abilities,  and  that  moderation  of  tem¬ 
per,  which  ought  to  make  him  a  good 
minifter,  thougti  he  will  ncvei  be  a  great 
one.  He  is  of  courfe  patient,  docile, 
perfevering,  un ardent.  He  poflelTes 
thofe  parts  ivhich  are  not  great  enough 
to  direct,  but  which  are  always  humble 
enough  to  be  directed.  He  knows  the 
circle  of  ai^liou  which  nature  limited 
him,  and  beyond  it  he  wiihcs  not  to  foar. 
Me  travels  not  over  the  dangerous  road 
of  power  with  that  vacant  felf-coiiH- 
dcnce  which  leads  allray :  he  looks  for¬ 
ward;  he  examines  the  path;  he  makes 
a  tiep;  and  in  that  itep  he  Hands  im¬ 
moveable. 

Thefe  are  the  qualities  which  have 
d.ftinguilhed  him  with  eclat  at  the  head 
of  the  revenue,  w’herc  calculation  and 
indurtry  bear  their  full  value.  Thefe 
alfo  have  diftinguilbed  him  as  a  good 
leader  in  the  aflembly  of  the  nation, 
where  precifion,  much  prudence,  and 
fome  cunning,  arc  nccelTary. 

As  a  Itatcfman  (in  the  literal  and  cx- 
tenlive  interpretation  of  the  word)  he 
poirdTes  few  qualifications.  A  ftrangcr 
to  thofe  augult  views  which  are  beyond 
the  reach  of  the  vulgar  eye,  he  never 
riles  above  the  multitude.  Incapable  of 
the  bold  flights  of  a  genius,  he  treats  the 
moll  momentous  affairs  with  the  moft 
contemptible  caution,  and  reduces  nego- 
ciatiuns  to  the  level  of  a  bargain. 
When  he  forms  treaties,  objecting,  dif- 
puting,  rejeding,  and  cavilling — it  is  not 
the  Britilii  miniller  who  treats,  but  a 
Change- alley  broker.  In  (forms  of  Hate 
he  (lirinks,  and  his  fpirit  dies  within 
him  :  unequal  to  the  conflict,  he  retires, 
and  confefles  himfelf  feeble.  His  eye, 
verfant  only  in  the  grofs  bufioefs  of  cal¬ 
culations,  dil'cerns  not  thole  fine  fibres 
which  bind  together  the  limbs  of  the 
(late;  and  in  handling  thofe  (till  more 
delicate,  which  connect  (late  to  (late, 
and  kingdom  to  kingdom,  he  is  (liU  more 
aukward.  By  this  want  of  quick  dif- 
cernment,  and  by  this  weaknefa  of  fpirit, 
he  has  been  often  fubjedled  to  inconvu- 
uiencies;  and  has  been  known,  to  avoid 
the  diflicnlty  and  danger  of  a  difpute 
^fvitb  a  foreign  court,  to  have  made  con* 


ccflTions  difgraceful  to  the  honour, of  the 
crown,  and  to  the  pride  of  our  nation. 

On  the  whole,  if  lord  North  pofTcffes 
not  parts  to  promife  the  acquilition  of 
many  fplendid  advantages  to  the  nation^ 
he  is  equally  incapable  of  involving  it  in 
very  diflicult  misfortunes.  Under  his 
adminillration,  wc  may  not,  cxpeiH  to 
recover  any  of  thofe  liberties  which  arc 
(Aid  to  be  loH,  nor  to  fee  many  new 
links  added  to  the  chain  of  prerogative 
and  kingly  pow'cr.  Unconfeious  of  fu- 
perior  abilities,  he  regards  the  people  as 
his  equals,  and  he  fears  that  nation  he 
never  will  be  able  to  controul.  Inca¬ 
pable  of  grafping  in  his  mind  all  the 
great  interefls  of  the  kingdom,  he  will 
attach  him-felf  more  finccrcly  to  the  atW 
vantage  of  individuals,  and  this  will  pro¬ 
cure  him  their  rclped.  Moderate  him¬ 
felf,  he  will  be  loved  by  the  moderate, 
who  compofe  the  bulk  of  the  people; 
and  ifdimilar  inclinations,  fimilar  virtues, 
and  foibles  in  a  great  degree  fimilar, 
can  recommend  him  to  the '  regard 
of  his  fovercigii,  he  will  long  continue 
to  be  fird  minidcr  of  thefe  kingdoms.

An  old  Portuguele  Anecdote. 

PEDRO  the  firft,  the  eighth  king  of 
Portugal,  diftinguilhed  his  reign  by 
a  fteady  and  impart]^  adminiftratioo  of 
jufticc,  by  w’hich  he  rendered  his  people, 
no  lefs  happy  than  himfelf.  The  follow¬ 
ing  inftance  of  his  equity  and  inflexibili¬ 
ty  is  very  remarkable. 

An  ecdefiaftic,  in  a  high  fit  of  paflioni 
killed  a  mafon  whom  he  had  employed, 
for  not  executing  fomething  agreeable  to 
his  mind.  The  king  difiTemblcd  his 
knowledge  of  the  crime,  and  left  it  to 
the  cognizance  of  the  proper  courts, 
where  the  iflTue  of  the  bufinefs  was,  that 
the  prieft  was  fufpended  from  faying  mafs 
for  a  year.  At  this  flight  punilhment 
the  family  of  the  deceaft  was  highly  of¬ 
fended.  The  king  caufed  it  to  be  hinted 
to  the  mafon's  fon,  that  he  (hould  kill  the 
prieft :  he  did  fo,  and  falling  into  the 
hands  of  juftice,  was  condemned  to  fuf- 
fer  death;  but  as  no  capital  fentence 
could  be  executed  without  the  king’s 
confent,  this  was  laid  before  him  amongft 
the  reft :  upon  which  he  afked,  ”  What 
was  the  young  man’s  trade  ?”  It  was  an- 
fwered,  “  That  he  followed  hisfather^s.” 
Then,  (aid  the  king,  “  I  (hall  commute 
this  punilhment,  by  reftraining  him  from 
roed^ing  with  ftone  and  mortar  fora 
twelvemonth.”  After  this  affair  be  pu- 
nilhed  capital  crimes  in  the  clergy  wiA 
death ;  and  when  they  defired  that  his 
majefty  would  be  pleafed  to  refer  their 
caufes  to  a  fuperior  tribunal,  he  anfwcr- 
ed  very  calmly,  “  This  is  what  I  me^ 
to  do,  for  I  fend  them  to  the  higheft  ^ 
all  tribtinals,  to  that  d  their  Mier  to® 
enine.'

now  the  modern  city  of  that  name; 
thefc  people  poircffcd  a  very  refpcdablc 
date.  To  thefe  feveral  nations  or  repub¬ 
lics  may  be  added  many  maritime  towms, 
wnich  forrtied  didinit  (twites,  fuch  as 
Tarentum,  Thiirium,  Heraclca,  Rnegi- 
um,  and  Crotona.  I'hefe  were  not  in¬ 
terior  in  drength  to  the  maritime  cities 
of  Ad  I  Minor  and  Greece,  as  thofc  on 
the  continent  w^ere  able  to  contend  with 
the  famous  dates  of  Peloponnefus  and 
yVehaia. 

‘‘  01  thofe  innumerable  republics  that 
filled  Italy,  hardly  any  w  as  fo  inconfid^- 
rable  as  not  to  be  able  to  fend  ten  or 
fifteen  thoufand  men  into  the  field:  at 
lead,  as  not  to  defend  them  lei  ve.s,  by 
means  of  their  fortificationt-*  againft  the 
alTaults  of  a  powerful  enemy.  And  ma¬ 
ny  of  them  would  once  in  fifteen  years, 
fend  out  colonies  of  forty  or  fifty  thou- 
land,  as  the  Vollcians,  the  Latins  and 
Samnites  frequently  did.  Were  we  to 
turn  to  the  particular  details  which  an¬ 
cient  geographers  atid  hiftorians  have 
left  ns,  we  flionld  find  that  the  Crotoni- 
ans  had  a  hundred  and  thirty  thoufand 
men  in  arms,  and  the  Sybarites  three 
hundred  thoufand ;  that  the  I'afcntines 
fent  eighty  thoufand  foot  and  eight  thou¬ 
fand  horfe  to  the  aflidance  of  the  Sam¬ 
nites;  and  that  tluy  boaded,  by  their 
ambafiadors,  to  Pyrrhus,  that  they  were 
able  to  fend  him  three  hundred  and 
twenty  thoufand  horfe,  befide  the  ip- 
fintiy  of  the  Lucanians  and  Meflapians, 
We  will  readily  fuppolc,  that  thefc  ac¬ 
counts  are  ex  aggerated,  or,  at  lead,  that 
tlicic  things  happened  at  a  time,  when 
Tarentiim,  Sybaris,  and  Crotona,  t>r 
forne  prince  who  reigned  over  thofc  ci- 
tie",  had  other  dominions,  and  that  the 
rclpeCtive  contingents  of  troops  aflurred 
the  general  name  of  the  Tarentinc  army, 
from  the  principal  city.  We  cannot,  at 
tne  lame  time,  without  impeaching  the 
vi  iac'ty  of  the  mod  refpe^tablc  hidori* 
r.ns  f  antiquity,  and  giving  way  to  the 
utm>  d  latitude  of  Pyrrhonilm,  deny  that 
manv  cf  the  Italian  dates,  though  con¬ 
fined  within  narrow  didrids,  were  very 
powerful.  A  celebrated  miKlern  writer, 
w  bo  has  Ibcwn  lo  much  inclination  to 
beiitve,  and  fo  much  indudry  to  demon- 
ftrate,  that  the  people  of  antiquity  v ere 
not  fu  numerous  as  they  have  been  rc- 
pieferted  dill  found  himlcif  obliged 
•  IF,7i/jce,  in  his  di(fertati9n  on 
iht  difference  of.  the  number  of 
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to  make  exceptions  with  regard  to  Italy, 
which,  he  acknowledges,  in  the  early 
times  of  the  commonwealth  of  Rome, 
mult  hive  been  poptilous  beyond  com- 
pariljn.  One  evident  proof,  to  omit 
minuter  arguments,  may  be  drawn  from 
the  muller  of  the  Roman  army,  and 
that  of  the  confederate  ftates,  at  a  time 
when  a  frefh  invalion  was  j*pprchended 
fl^.m  the  Tranfalpine  barbarians.  Ptdy- 
bius  gives  a  diftind  account  of  it :  and 
it  was  related  by  Fabius  Pidor,  who,  at 
the  fame  lime,  was  in  the  tirft  rank  of 
civil  and  military  diftindion.  On  advice 
of  an  ir.cnrfion  of  the  Gauls,  the  Sabines 
and  Tu leans  armed  feventy  thoufand 
foot,  and  fonr  thoufand  horfe ;  The 
Umbrian*^  and  fotne  people  who  inhabi¬ 
ted  that  quarter  of  the  Apenines,  twenty 
thoufand;  the  Romans  twenty  thoufand 
and  fifteen  hundred  horfe;  the  La- 
ti(»s  thirty-two  thoufand  horfe  and  foot; 
the  Samnites,  who  had  been  recently 
engaged  in  a  deftrudive  war  with  Rome, 
whereby  they  had  loft,  in  different  en¬ 
gagements,  at  leaft  a  hundred  thoufand 
men,  furnilhed  feventy  thoufand  foot, 
and  feven  thoufand  horfe;  the  lapygians 
and  Meffapians  fifty  thoufand  infantry, 
and  fixteen  thoufand  cavalry ;  the  Luca- 
niaiis  thirty  ihonfand  foot,  and  three 
thoufand  horfe;  and  the  Maifians,  Mar- 
rucinians,  Ferentians,  and  Veftinians 
twenty-four  thoiHand  foot  and  horfe. 
So  that  a  part  of  Italy,  not  fo  large  as 
tlie  eccleliartical  ftate  and  the  kingdom 
of  Naples,  on  the  firft  mufter,  fupplied 
upwards  of  feven  hundred  tht>ufand  ar¬ 
med  men;  a  number  which  two  of  the 
molt  powerful  monarchies  in  Europe 
would  at  this  time  find  it  impoflible  to 
raife.  And  if  we  reflerft  on  the  havock 
made  by  the  Gallic  and  Carthaginian 
wais,  ar.d  that  not  only  the  Samnites, 
but  moft  of  the  other  ftates  of  Italy,  had, 
for  a  century  paft,  been  greatly  depopu¬ 
lated  by  the  fword,  we  may  clearly  in¬ 
fer  that,  in  the  rime  of  Pyrrhus,  thefc 
pe(»ple  w’cre  capable  of  arming  a  much 
greater  number  than  they  did  at  the 

hit  ants  in  ancient  and  modern  times  y 
maintains ^  upon  better  grounds  the 
contra ’'y  opinion,  Hunit  Jupports 
hii  arguments  rx;ifh  great  learnings 
and  fome  right  rtjlehiiorts  ;  but  te 
Jails  into  a  capital  err$,r  by  confound 
/rig  I  hr  periods  of  time,  and  makes 
hut  little  dtjlinffion  hctnvten  the  times 
c/  Pyrrhus  and  thoje  of  Cafar, 
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juncture  Tiientioned  by  Polybius.  It  is 
certain,  moreover,  that  thefc  people  who 
fent  their  refpe^tive  fupplies  to  the  con¬ 
federate  army,  could  have  furnilhed 
four  times  the  number  of  men  in  cafe 
of  any  particular  danger  of  their  owm. 
No  ftate  in  our  times  could  maintain  a 
number  of  foldiers  more  than  in  the 
proportion  of  one  to  an  hundred  of  the 
inhabitants,  without  either  fome  pecu¬ 
liar  excellency  in  the  adminiftration,  or 
abfolute  ruin;  whilft  in  ancient  times, 
and  in  thofe  fmall  ftates,  they  could  arm 
without  trouble  eight  or  ten  in  the  hun¬ 
dred.  It  is  not  from  thence,  however 
lefs  obvious,  that  a  ftate  or  territory, 
which  fent  fifteen  or  twenty  thoufand 
men  into  the  field,  muft  have  contained 
two  hundred  thoufand  inhabitants.  Nc- 
vertbelefs  it  feemsalmoft  incredible,  that 
Italy  fhoiild  be  able  to  maintain  fuch 
multitudes.  In  order  to  account  for 
this,  it  w'ill  be  neceflary  to  inquire  into 
the  manners  and  cuftoms  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants,  and  into  the  qualities  of  the 
country  they  cultivated.”

Propofals  for  rendering  Luxury  and 
Extravagance  fuhfrvient  to  tha 
^welfare  of  the  Community »

HERE  is  nothing  perhaps  which^ 
would  give  ft»  general  and  juft  fatif- 
facl,  as  the  impofition  of  taxes  on  the 
many  places  of  public  dilTipation  and  en¬ 
tertainment,  provided  the  fums  arifing 
therefrom  were  honcftly  applied  to  the 
fervice  of  the  induftrious  and  deferving 
members  of  the  community,  for  the  re¬ 
lief  of  their  pielfing  wants,  and  the  in- 
diTpenfible  neceflities  of  themfelves  and 
families.  When  government  wilhes  to 
prohibit  the  ufe  of  foreign  rnanufadtures, 
or  commodities  of  any  kind,  their  me¬ 
thod  is  to  a  faddle  fuch  articles  with  fo 
high  a  duty,  as  to  make  it  the  height  of 
folly  to  purchafe  it ;  and  if  extravagant 
people  will  have  fuch  things,  at  all  c- 
vents,  the  ftate  wifely  makes  them  pay 
for  it ;  and  lince  they  have  not  the  vir¬ 
tue  to  ferve  their  country  of  their  own 
good  will,  it  makes  their  vices  and  fol¬ 
lies  fubfervient  to  the  purpofes  of  go¬ 
vernment.  Although  a  tax,  on  a  fingle 
place  of  pleafure  could  be  no  objed 
worthy  parliamentary  notice,  yet  tbp 
conjoined  fums. from  a  number  of  them 
would  produce  a  very  conftder.'^lc  fund, 
and  therefore  well  worthy  the  attent^- 
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on  of  sdniiniftration.  Let  any  perfon 
the  a dvcriifcmentiJ  in  the  daily 
|Mpcis,  and  k'C  bow  maiiy  invitations 
;nc  given  to  Ujc  fons  aiul  daughters  (7f 
luxury  and  idlenefs  to  fill  up  the  chafms 
of  the  tedious  day  and  long  night:  and 
it  Will  be  found  that  a  moderate  afiWr* 
ment  on  each  per  on  who  frequented 
llicm,  would  ratle  a  valt  lupply.  It  is 
jmporiihle  to  forbear  exprefling  an  honefl 
indignation  at  the  abfurd  and  wicked 
conduct  of  thofe  (elftlh  epicures  and  dc- 
bauciices*  who  are  determined  to  have 
fome  lort  of  wines,  the  growth  of  a 
country  which  mult  ever  be  inimical  to 
OM  England  (however  they  make  a 
fliew  of  a  cr)ntrary  dlfpofitii^n),  and  w'iil 
to  make  a  merit  ot  giving  their 
Kitile-compauioub  wine  at  thiec  half 
crowns  aqiiart,  not  better,  or  fo  wjiolc- 
nor  yei  to  palatable  (nolvvith- 
fl.irdlng  their  vicious  fades  may  incline 
thcTi  to  a  ditVerent  opinion)  as  tlic  j)ro- 
duce  of  our  Engli.h  ’^>ear.  “  Yet,  fay 

they,  wc  are  friends  to  our  connrry,  we 
<  ncicafe  the  rexeiuie;”  tine,  but  no 
Ih  inks  are  due  to  you  on  that  Icore. 
iEivernmenl  knows  your  extreme  folly, 
and  that  yon  \vould  pui chafe  the  villai- 
noup  juice  of  a  crab- apple,  if  they 
thought  fit  to  lure  you  by  an  exorbi¬ 
tant  iax,and  thustobiing  it  into  failiion. 
Jl  ja  .notoiious  im  epicures,  that  they 
love  nothing  but  feif,  and  ilieir  idol  is. 
their  craving  flomach;  in  vain  do  the 
poor  b)*>k  nr  to  you  for  relief.  Ye  arc 
homWt  up  in  an  eternal  frolt,  W’ithont 
the  glow  of  benevolence  in  your  breafts 
to  dilTvilve  ymi  into  ftrenms  of  tender- 
nels  and  compaflSon.  Make  fome  cn- 
ciTfe  at  ’call  for  not  giving  charity  to  thofe 
u  liofe  rnneTings  cry  to  heaven  for  venge¬ 
ance  on  Aich  as  are  deaf  to  the  calls  of 
humanity:  rontelsthat  your  ridiculous 
ccftly  cxcetTes  are  fuch  that  you  have 
nothing  to  give;  Ihcw  fome  figns  of  re* 
inorfl-  and  Uianie;  aiul  know',  and  bluih 
thvt  there  arc  perfons  of  fortune  who 
employ  great  part  of  their  riches  to  the 
wifcll  and  beft  of  pnrpofcs;  w  ht>  dikJain 
to  indulge  in  feninal  and  expenlive  plea- 
Vares,  to  the  injury  of  the  worthy  part 
of  the  fpecies :  by  afrdtiRg  thefe,  they 
feci  a  truer  l^isfadion  and  enjoyment 
than  the  highed  gratification  of  the  fei- 
fdh  appetites  can  alford. 

Our  governors  have  (hewn,  in  a  hte 
infiance,  a  tei  drr  and  kind  regard  for  a 
gitat  iudividuAi;  and  happy  vvwulditbc 


,  for  this  country,  if  their  attention!  wen 
not  fo  partial  and  confined,  and  that 
they  were  as  ready  to  alfift  the  poor  mau 
as  the  rich  ;  the  multitude  as  weii 
as  the  individual.  They  arc  Ihock* 
ed  at  Ihe  thought  of  reducing  one  who 
has  fquandered  away  millions,  to  the  nc- 
ceflpy  of  living  on  a  paternal  eftate  of 
fix  hund’-cd  pounds  a-ycar;  at  the  fame 
time  they  neither  feel  or  fliew  any  con¬ 
cern  at  the  livelyand  juft  reprefentations 
wliich  are  continually  made  to  them,  of 
the  flaarp  miftTies  and  diftrtiTes  under 
wliich  the  induftrious  artift,  mechanic, 
and  labourer,  with  their  families,  groan, 
from  the  decay  of  trade,  load  of  taxes 
high  price  of  provitions,  and  of  eve¬ 
ry  needful  conveniency  of  life.  Interef 
ted  perfons  may  fay  what  they  plcafe 
to  the  Ci>nlrary,  but  it  niuft  be  evi¬ 
dent  to. thofe,  who  htineftly,  maturely, 
an<l  duly  conlidcr,  that  there  arc  expedi¬ 
ents  in  (he  hands  of  government  ade¬ 
quate  to  the  reirfrval  of  all  thofe  fvils;

may  fairly  coiKlude,  opportunity  and  a- 
bility  will  not  be  li>ng  wanting  to  carry 
their  Iioneft  endeavours  into  execution.

HISTORY. 

June  3. — to  10. 
TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA. 
JVarJaw,  May  15. 

**  '^T^HE  tollowing  is  an  account  of  all 
I  the  operations  of  ihe  Rnfiian  ar- 
ir»y  fince  the  expedition  of  the  arh>iftice. 
— “  The  29th  of  March  major  Bojrda* 
now  attacked  80  Turks  near  'rurno, 
and  killed  13  men.  The  31ft  of  the  fame 
month  prince  Galiitzin  attacked  a  corps 
ct  5C0  Turkid)  cavalry  near  Siliftria, 
r4iid  killed  40  of  them.  The  Coflacks 
l.ivc  taken  a  vaft  quantify  t)f  cattle,  and 
huii.t  nine  mills.  The  firfl:  of  April 
lent.  Ferlen,  with  300  grenadiers,  rout- 
ul  leveral  deiacliments  of  Turk,«  in  the 
night,  and  attacked  thofe  who  were  en¬ 
trenched  near  Hufbal,  pTi  the  Danube, 
ard  killed  100  men,  and  one  Emir  Aga. 
I'he  zd  (if  April  the  Ruffians  took  feve- 
ri.Turkilh  velfels  on  the  Danube.  The 
i6th  general  Potemkin  beat  a  corps  of 
2000  Tiirkh,  made  one  Apa  priA>ner, 
and  took  a  ftandard.  The  28th  the  frme 
Colonel  met  a  Haifa  with  2000  men,  300 
of  whom  he  killed,  and  made  53  prifo- 
ners,  and  t«>ok  fix  ftandards.  The  fame 
day  maj»)r  Lalafz,  with  two  regiments 
of  Coflacks,  overtook  the  BaiTa  Czerkies, 
pUinde'ed  his  wlude  army,  and  even 
took  hib  ftaff  of  command.  The  3,0th 
500  Tartars  were  attacked  by  the  Cof- 
facks,  300  of  them  killed,  and  30  made 
prifoners.  The  iftofMaysoo  waggons, 
with  Turkilh  families,  were  taken  as 
they  were  going  towards  the  Danube. 
Col.  H<Aelman  has  defeated  a  large 
corps  of  Turks  oppotitc  Giurgewo,  loco 
of  whom  were  killed,  autl  38  made  pri- 
b. tiers.  Among  the  prifoners  \vhicl\ 

have  been  taken,  arc  one  Aga  of  the  Ja- 
niu'mie^,  an»>thcr  Aga,  and  a  Hirfla. 

“  This  day  arrived  here  ctdonel  Fa- 
bricius,  who  brings  intelligence,  that 
vhtn  he  fet  out  from  the  grand  acmyr 
it  wa>*  reported  that  gen.  Wierman, 
V.  ith  7,000  men,  pafled  the  Danube,  and 
j:dncd  2  complete  vi(fto-y  over  15,000 
Turks,  cf  which  the  particulars  are  un- 
kiK.wn  M  yet,  but  we  daily  txpe^  the 
ii*nfirn*atioM. 

“  The  number  of  Turks  flain  in  all 
thefe  ffiirir.idies  is  three  thoufand  one 
hundred  and'  thirty-nine,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  priLners  two  ihoulhnd  eight  hun- 
Viud  ciiiil  thlitv-rcvcn.” 


Petershurgkt  May  13.  "  By  very* 
recent  .Tdviccs  from  Crini  Tartary  wer 
learn ‘the  difagrceablc  news  of  the  con¬ 
tinued  fuccefsof  the  lebellious  Cijffiicksg 
Ruflians,  &c.  They  have  defeated  fc-” 
veral  bixiics  of  the  imperial  troops,  aiirf 
arc  in  full  pofleffion  of  the  towns  of 
Barhiferai,  Karafon,  Ochezakow,  anef 
other  places  of  importance;  and  have 
deiigns  upon  Kaffii,  which,  if  they  exe¬ 
cute  with  fucceis,  will  put  them  in  po(t 
fcflion  of  all  the  Crimea.  The  Kiiffiatr 
minittry,  who  firtt  beheld  this  revolt  as 
of  no  moment,  are  now  alarmed  by  it^ 
and  are  taking  every  method  to  render 
the  conicquences  Icfs  fatal.*^ 

RUSSIA. 

Petcrjhurghy  May  4.  “  On  Sundayr 
laft  ht;r  imperial  majefty’s  birth-day  was^ 
celebrated  at  21arlco  Zelo;  upon  whicb 
occaflon  one  of  the  moll  numerous  p«o-‘ 
motions  U>ok  place  that  has  Inen  made 
fince  her  majelly’s  cn.sing  to  the  throntr.' 
Thirteen  officers  were  raifeJ  to  the  rant 
of  generals  in  chief,  only  Itx  of  whom 
(M.  Berg,  counts'  Soltikow  and  Brucc» 
Mtflrs  Bibikow,  Glcbow,  and"  Wad- 
kowlky)  have  at  prefent  militarv  em¬ 
ployments.  Eight  gentlemen  were  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  a(^ting  privy-couo- 
(ellors;  twenty-tw'O  to  that  of  lieute¬ 
nants  general ;  tiincteen  to  that  of  priry- 
counfcUors;  fix  chamberlain? ;  fivccoun<» 
fellors  of  ftate ;  eighteen  majors  general- 
nine  colonels.  Lieutenant-general  Sie- 
vers  had  the  order  of  St  Alexander  New- 
iky  conferred  on  him,  and  major  gene¬ 
ral  Czernichew  was  madtr  commandant 
of  Peterfbnrgh ;  Motif.  Narilchkin  wai 
made  mafter  of  the  h'oHe;  prince  Galit- 
zin  grand  marfhal;  and  Moof.  Orlov 
marihal  of  the  court.” 

'  Peterjhurgh;  ALiy  12.  "  ,Thc  fleets 
of  Ruffia  are  now  in  the  moft  ffourifiiin^ 
fttuation ;  in  fa^,  they  never  were  fo 
reipf(ftable  before.

be  for  ever  a  ilio^ng  oDcto  alkfrec  aiuk 
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independent  nations,  and  a  mod  curfed 
and  ftiamcful  one  to  ours ;  for  Liberty, 
which  was  bred  and  born  in  thib  coun¬ 
try,  and  nourifhed  with  the  b]o4)d  of  her 
true  friendb,  fupporled  with  bravery 
upon  our  throne  tor  thefc  eigtit  or  nine 
centuries  part,  and  had  fo  mildly  jrovci  ti¬ 
ed  her  children,  h  (lain  this  day  by 
kribery  and  corruption^  and  the  w'hole 
iiatii>n  Itecome  everlalling  flaves  to  ty¬ 
ranny,  as  the  divifion  of  this  vaft  empire 
amongrt  the  three  united  plunderers  has 
been  agreed  on  by  anl^jority  of  our  diet, 
and  figned  this  very  day  by  our  king  and 
xniniftry.  The  foreign  troops  came  itito 
this  city;  all  the  rtrccts  were  tilled  by 
Auftrian  and  Pruflian  huflars,  with 
<lrawn  fwords,  and  in  this  manner  the 
qneftion  was  put  lo  the  aflembly.  The 
diet  or  parliament,  after  a  fliort  debate, 
was  divided,  when  there  were  found, 
fifty  votes  for  the  king,  againft  the  quef- 
tion  ;  fifty-two  againrt  the  king,  for  the 
queftinn  ;  the  majority  was  declared  for 
the  queftion,  and  the  king,  t()gether  with 
his  party  againrt  it,  were  immediately 
obliged  to  fign  it.  The  foreign  troops 
hill  remain  in  the  public  ftreets,  for  fear 
of  an  infupre4^tion  ainongft  the  people; 
but  the  minirters  of  the  three  united 
powers  declare,  that  their  troops  ihall 
withdraw  to-morrow,  and  that  but  a 
Imall  garrifon  is  to  remain  here  to  pre¬ 
vent  any  diforder;  but  in  the  mean  time, 
nobody  is  permitted  to  enter  or  pafs  the 
city-gates,  without  being  examined. 
Such  is  the  confequence  of  a  nation’s 
not  being  farisfied  w  ith  itifate;  and  inch 
is  the  confequence  of  an  arirtocratic  form 
of  government !  Its  members  are  very 
cafily  bought  by  places  and  penfions,  and, 
for  the  lead  private  intereft,  will  fell  the 
whole  nation,  which  has  been  the  caufe 
of  all  our  misfortunes;  for  we  are  fure, 
that  the  moft  terrible  menaces  could  not 
have  prevailed,  had  not  bribery  been  in 
the  calc.” 

Warfa*u)y  May  15.  “  An  eftafette, 
arrived  at,  Lublin,  has  brought  intelli¬ 
gence,  that  the  Auftrians  had  exaded 
from  that  waywoclc  a  contribution  of 
3c, 000  buflicls  of  corn,  30,000  bulhcls  of 
oats,  and  30,000  loads  of  hay,  under 
pain  of  military  execution. — We  alfo 
learn  from  Sauiogitia,  that  400  Coflacks 
have  entered  that  place,  and  live  there  at 
diferetion,  liecaufc  that  the  dietines  have 
proved  fruitlefs.  The  Prufllans  alfo 
continue  to  exad,  with  the  utmoft  ri¬ 
gour,  contributions  of  provilions  acd  .bo¬ 


rage,  vvhiclr  has  obliged  moft  of  the 
country  people  to  abandon  their  houfes, 
and  retire  elfewhere,  being  unable  to  a'n- 
fwer  fuch  exorbitant  demands,  the  con¬ 
federates  having  alre^y  carried  off  the 
beft  part  of  their  fubftance.” 

IVarfa^x}^  May  19.  “  The  diet  is  li¬ 
mited  to  the  1 5th  of  September  next. 
The  delegates,  in  number  about  6a  nun- 
ciates,  with  all  the  fenators  and  minifters, 
will  open  their  fittings  next  Monday. 
It  is  faid  that  thefe  delegates  are  to  have 
inftrudions  given  them,  but  the  minifters 
inlirt  upon  their  having  Si  carte  blanche^ 
that  they  may  have  no  reproaches  to 
fear.  The  minirters  of  the  three  allied 
courts  have  been  with  count  Poninfki, 
the  marihal  of  tbe  confederacy,  where 
they  made  a  declaration,  which  is  to  be 
remitted  to  the  king  and  miniftry,  fetting 
foith,  that  the  intereft  of  he  three  courts, 
as  well  as  the  peace  and  fecurity  of  Po¬ 
land,  demanded  that  the  interior  confti- 
tution  iliould  be  regulated  w'hich  the 
kingdom  is  to  have  for  the  future,  be¬ 
tween  the  delegates  and  the  minifters, 
under  the  guarantee  of  the  three  refpec- 
tive  courts.  Marfhal  Poninfki  and  the^ 
bilhop  of  Cujavia  wilhed  the  delegation 
might  aflt'mble  at  the  palace  of  Saxony, 
but  the  king  refufed  it,  and  they  are 
therefore  to  aflemble  at  the  palace  of 
Kadzivil.  The  pretenfions  of  the  court 
of  Vienna  will  be  firft  confidcred.  Count 
Ponir.lki  had  prefented  the  rtqueft  of  the 
diilidents,  that  they  miglit  be  granted 
the  fame  rights  and  privileges  as  other 
citizens,  which  was  accepted  and  figned; 
but  now  that  affair  is  again  to  be  brought 
on  the  carpet. — Thofe  w  ho  are  in  a(ftual 
pclfcrtion  of  ftaroftics  are  to  keep  them 
till  their  deaths  on  the  fame  footing  they 
are  at  prefent;  after  which  no  more 
will  be  given,  but  they  wall  be  fold  to 
the  higheft  bidder,  and  the  money  be 
put  into  the  treafury  of  the  republic.”

Letters  from  Madrid  fay,  that  the 
Spanifh  miniflry  feem  refplved  to  carry 
on  the  war  againft  the  Moors  with  the 
titmoft  vigour. 

Lettero  by  the  fliips  juft  arrived  from 
China,  bring  a  deplorable  account  of  the 
tffeds  of  the  hurricane  (or  tiftbon,  as 
the  Chirefc  call  it)  that  happened  up¬ 
on  the  river  of  Canton,  in  the  month  of 
July  laft,  and  continued  for  twelve 
liourfi  without  intcranllji.in.

.wives  and  children,  and,  having  no  ha¬ 
bitations  on  the  land,  fcldom  or  never 
go  on  ftiorc,  but  employ  themfeWes  in 
fifhing  and  other  avocations  peculiar  to 
that  people^  This  dreadful  hurricane 
overfet  and  funk  all  the  boats,  and  al- 
moft  the  whole  of  their  inhabitants  were 
drowned.  It  is  nnpofiible  to  guefs 
with  the  leaft  de^ee  of  precifion  at  the 
mimhers  that  pcnlhcd;  not  Icfs,  it  is  fup- 
p  frd  there,  than  30  or  40,000.  Every 
Chinefe  junk,  a  vefTel  nearly  as  large  as 
our  Ihios,  was  alfo  driven  on  (bore  and 
iaft.  Our  IndlamcD  lie  about  fourteen 


miles  from  Canton,  at  a  place  called 
Wampoo.
